1 Cor. 12:22, “Nay, much more those 
members of the body, which seem to 
be more feeble, are necessary.” 


When I was a boy one of our back 
doorsteps became weak and _ shaky. 
I told my dad that I was going to 
tear it away before it broke and hurt 
someone, but Dad looked at them and 
said, “No, Son, get you a strip and 
strengthen it until I can get some new 
ones to replace them.” It was neces- 
sary that it be there. It is true it was 
weak and shaky, but by a little work 
it was strengthened so that it could 
be used. To tear it away would have 
been less trouble but it would have 
been missed for it was necessary. It 
had been put there for a purpose. No 
doubt many steps (members) have 
been torn down (turned out) because 
they became weak or shaky, whereas 
if they had been strengthened a little 
they could still be a part of the build- 
ing (Church). 


When David was down and out and 
being hunted from one refuge to 
another like a wild beast by King 
Saul, Jonathan, the king’s son, arose 
and went to David in the wood, not to 
tell him how sorry he had been or 
that he could do better than that if 
he wanted to, or that nobody would 
have confidence in his doing that 
way; but he went to him to strength- 
en him. 1 Sam. 23:16, “And Jonathan 
Saul’s son arose, and went to David 
into the wood, and strengthened his 
hand in God.” Don’t you know David 
appreciated that visit. Perhaps he 
was just about ready to give up the 
fight, but now he has been strength- 
ened and he takes new courage. 
He has greater faith. He wakes up to 
his responsibility. He says, “God has 
anointed me for a special purpose, a 
special place. I have a special part 
to play.” 1 Sam. 16:13. Yes, he was 
necessary. 


1 Cor. 12:18, “But now hath God set 
the members every one of them in 
the body, as it hath pleased him.” If 
@ member seems to become weak or 
shaky, then it is our duty to 
strengthen that member. The devil 
may have been giving him a round 
but can the foot say, “Because I am 
not the hand, I am not of the body?” 
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1 Cor. 12:15. No, it is necessary. God 
help us to strengthen the weak and 
feeble ones, for they are necessary, 
they are needed.

gone from mountain to hill, they have 
forgotten their resting place.” Maybe 
you are ready to say by now, “Preach- 
er, I believe in turning them out, and 
letting the church roll on.” Well, 
Brother, that is just what it will do 
for it will be headed downhill and it 
will not be any trouble for it to roll. 


A good farmer always spends a lot 
of time on building up the poorest 
spots on his farm, improving the thin 
places, knowing that in the future he 
can make it produce.

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Men feel themselves strangers to 
God. No holy angel ever appeared to 
men to bring glad tidings but what 
his first words were, “Fear not.” The 
human race has always felt the need 
of somebody to be a mediator, a go- 
between, to fill the gap between man 
and God. This is why heathens have 
their witch doctors. This is why, when 
God spoke from Mt. Sinai, the people 
of Israel said to Moses, “Speak thou 
with us, and we will hear: but let not 
God speak with us, lest we die,” Exod. 
20:19. This is what caused Job to cry, 
“O that one might plead for aman 
with God, as a man pleadeth for his 
neighbour,” Job 16:21; and again, “For 
he is not aman, as I am, that I 
should come together in judgment. 
Neither is there any daysman betwixt 
us, that might lay his hand upon us 
both. Let him take his rod away from 
me, and let not his fear terrify me: 
Then would I speak, and not fear 
him; but it is not so with me,” Job 
9:32-35. 


Mankind must have a daysman, a 
mediator, someone who can come “be- 
twixt us, that he might lay his hand 
upon us both,” that is God and man. 
So God provided the priesthood of the 
Old Testament to picture the fact 
that one day He would send a media- 
tor, both man and God; that one day 
He would be born of a virgin and in 
human flesh. 


God had to come in human form if 
He would be tempted in all points in 
which man is tempted. He must come 
in human form if He would be poor 
like man, if God is to enter into 
man’s fears, man’s sorrows, man’s 
weakness, man’s hunger, and weari- 
ness, he must come in the flesh, and 
before man can ever feel free to ap- 
proach God he must see Him in the 
flesh and feel that God knows his in- 
firmities and can be touched by his 
weakness and sins and sorrows. 

But thank God, one day, outside of 
Jerusalem, God gave His Son for us, 
and Jesus cried, “It is finished.” 
“And, behold, the veil of the temple 
was rent in twain from the top to the 
bottom; and the earth did quake, and 
the rocks rent,” Matt. 27:51. So there 
was a way made for all of us to come 
unto the holiest of God through 
Christ’s flesh. “Having therefore, 
brethren, boldness to enter into the 
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holiest by the blood of Jesus, by a new 
and living way, which he hath conse- 
crated for us, through the veil, that 
is to say, his flesh,” Heb. 10:19, 20. 


The veil represented the flesh of 
Christ. As no one could come into the 
holy of holies in the temple without 
passing through the-veil, so no one 
can come to God, the Father, except 
through the crucified Christ. Christ 
could not be the mediator between 
man and God except He should die. 
But the price was paid when the 
blood and water gushed from the 
spear wound in His side, then the way 
was opened to God and the veil in the 
temple between the outside world and 
the holy of holies was torn in two 
from top to bottom. This means that 
in the death of Christ every barrier 
between God and man was torn aside, 
and now all who will may enter into 
the holy of holies of God through 
Christ. This does not mean that no 
one was saved before the crucifixion. 
The ones before the crucifixion were 
saved just like we are today—by faith 
in Christ. In God’s plan Christ was 
the “lamb slain from the foundation 
of the world” (Rev. 13:8). So they 
were saved by looking forward to the 
cross while we are saved by looking 
back to it. God had promised to pay 
for the sins of mankind in the death 
of His Son and God’s promises are al- 
ways good, therefore all the righteous 
from Abel up were saved because God 
would keep His Word, and provide a 
lamb for the sacrifice to pay for 
man’s sins. 


For hundreds of years the Jews 
went through all the ordinances of 
the law. They brought their sacrifices, 
they circumcised their sons, they 
anointed their priests. They wor- 
shiped in and before the tabernacle 
and then in the temple. They kept 
their feasts and Sabbaths. But all the 
work of the priests and prophets 
failed to open a way to God. The veil 
was not yet rent. Let us examine the 
holy of holies and the veil that sepa- 
rated it from the rest of the temple. 

“Then verily the first covenant had 
also ordinances of divine service, and 
a worldly sanctuary. For there was a 
tabernacle made; the first, wherein 
was the candlestick, and the table, 
and the shewbread; which is called 
the sanctuary. And after the second

veil, the tabernacle which is called 
the Holiest of all; which had _ the 
golden censer, and the ark of the 
covenant overlaid round about with 
gold, wherein was the golden pot that 
had manna, and Aaron’s rod that 
budded and the tables of the cove- 
nant; and over it the cherubims of 
glory shadowing the mercy seat; of 
which we cannot now speak partic- 
ularly. Now when these things were 
this ordained, the priests went al- 
ways into the first tabernacle, accom- 
plishing the service of God. But into 
the second went the high priest alone 
once every year, not without blood, 
which he offered for himself, and for 
the errors of the people; the Holy 
Ghost thus signifying that the way in- 
to the holiest of all was not yet made 
manifest, while as the first taber- 
nacle was yet standing: which was a 
figure for the time then present, in 
which were offered both gifts and 
sacrifices, that could not make him 
that did the service perfect, as per- 
taining to the conscience; which 
stood only in meats and drinks, and 
divers washings, and carnal ordi- 
nances, imposed on them until the 
time of reformation. But Christ being 
come an high priest of good things to 
come, by a greater and more perfect 
tabernacle, not made with hands, 
that is to say not of this building; 
neither by the blood of goats and 
calves, but by his own blood he en- 
tered in once into the holy place, 
having obtained eternal redemption 
for us. For if the blood of bulls and of 
goats, and the ashes of an heifer 
sprinkling the unclean, sanctifieth to 
the purifying of the flesh: how much 
more shall the blood of Christ, who 
through the eternal Spirit offered 
himself without spot to God, purge 
your conscience from dead works to 
serve the living God? And for this 
cause He is the mediator of the new 
testament, that by means of death, 
for the redemption of the transgres- 
sions that were under the first testa- 
ment, they which are called might 
receive the promise of eternal in- 
heritance,” Heb. 9:1-15. 


The temple was more elaborate 
than the tabernacle, but it was es- 
sentially the same. First, there was a 
court. Here was the great brass altar 
of burnt offering. Then, inside that 
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was the holy place, like the first room 
of the tabernacle in the wilderness, 
where had been kept the candlestick 
with the seven golden lamps, the table 
and the shewbread. And yet inside this 
holy place was another called the 
holy of holies. This was the very 
heart of the temple and tabernacle 
worship. For in this holy of holies the 
cherubims stretched out their wings 
over the ark of the covenant, a gold 
plated box in which had been kept 
the tables of stone on which were en- 
graved the ten commandments, Aa- 
ron’s rod that budded, and the 
golden pot containing the manna, 
kept fresh for hundreds of years 
since the Jews came from the wilder- 
ness. The lid of this “box” was the 
mercy seat and above it dwelt the 
presence of God who manifested 
Himself by day in a pillar of cloud 
and by night in a pillar of fire. In this 
holy of holies was the pure and holy 
God. 


Before the mercy seat, but separat- 
ed from it by a veil, there stood in the 
outer room of the holy place the altar 
of incense, yet the sweet odors from 
the incense rising like prayer could 
not enter the holy of holies and the 
presence of God. They were kept out 
by the great veil. And in the outer 
room went on continually the work of 
the priests and before the temple the 
offering of many sacrifices, yet all 
this was shut out from the presence 
of God by the veil. 


In the holy of holies was God, out- 
side was mankind. Into the holy of 
holies there was not a door, no open- 
ing at all, and the meaning is clear in 
Heb. 9:8, “The Holy Ghost this signi- 
fying, that the way into the holiest of 
all was not yet made manifest, while 
as the first tabernacle was yet stand- 
ing.” Until Christ died, the way to 
God was not made clear. Only by the 
death of Christ, the tearing of His 
flesh in ruin and death and sorrow 
and condemnation of a lost sinner, 
could the veil between God and man 
be taken away, that man could come 
to God in peace; so when Christ died 
the veil in the temple was rent in 
twain from top to bottom and the 
pieces fell aside. The way into the 
holy of holies itself was opened wide 
and whosoever would could come to 
God through Christ the veil, that is 
to say His flesh. 

“Having therefore, brethren, bold- 
ness to enter into the holiest by the 
blood of Jesus, by a new and living 
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way, which he hath consecrated for 
us through the veil, that is so say, his 
flesh; and having a high priest over 
the house of God; let us draw near 
with a true heart in full assurance of 
faith, having our hearts’. sprinkled 
from an evil conscience, and our bod- 
ies washed with pure water. Let 
us hold fast the profession of our 
faith without wavering; (for he is 
faithful that promised) ,” Heb. 10:19- 
23. 

The new and living way into the 
holy of holies is open, therefore let us 
draw near with a true heart in full 
assurance of faith, and let us hold 
fast the profession of our faith with- 
out wavering. The way is opened by 
God’s high priest, who once for all 
has offered the sacrifice of His own 
blood and made peace with God for 
mankind. 

In some sense the temple worship 
was Jewish worship. Remember that 
an outer court was the court of the 
Gentiles and they could not come 
near to the temple. They were afar 
off with no chance to enter the holy 
of holies. Between the court of the 
Gentiles and the court of the priests 
was a middle wall of partition, but 
when Jesus died on the cross and the 
veil was rent, other things happened 
in the temple. 


“Wherefore remember, that ye be- 
ing in time past Gentiles in the 
flesh, who are called Uncircumcision 
by that which is called the Circum- 
cision in the flesh made by hands; 
that at that time ye were without 
Christ, being aliens from the com- 
monwealth of Israel, and strangers 
from the covenants of promise, having 
no hope, and without God in the 
world: but now in Christ Jesus ye 
who sometimes were far off are made 
nigh by the blood of Christ. For he is 
our peace, who hath made both one, 
and hath broken down the middle 
wall of partition between us; having 
abolished in his flesh the enmity, 
even the law of commandments con- 
tained in ordinances; for to make in 
himself of twain one new mah, so 
making peace; and that he might rec- 
oncile both in one body by the 
cross, having slain the enmity there- 
by: and came and preached peace to 
you which were afar off, and to them 
that were nigh. For through him we 
both have access by one Spirit unto 
the Father. Now therefore ye are no 
more strangers and foreigners, but 
fellowcitizens with the saints, and of 


the household of God,” Eph. 2:11-19. 

How wonderfully Christ is peace fo: 
the Jews and peace for the Gentiles 
He broke down the middle wall that 
was between us, now we who were 
afar off are made nigh. He hath rec- 
onciled both in one body by the 
cross. It is through Jesus alone that 
we have access by one Spirit unto the 
Father. “But the hour cometh and 
now is, when the true worshipers 
shall worship the Father in spirit and 
in truth: for the Father seeketh such 
to worship him,” John 4:23. 


When the veil was torn apart in the 
temple, and the middle wall of parti- 
tion was broken down as Jesus died, 
then the temple was left desolate 
without the presence of God. “Behold 
your house is left unto you desolate,” 
Matt. 23:38; Luke 13:35. The way is 
clear now. Any troubled heart any- 
where, any place, may come through 
our great High Priest, Jesus the Son 
of God. Hallelujah! We have a days- 
man, a mediator, a high priest. “See- 
ing then that we have a great high 
priest, that is passed into the heav- 
ens, Jesus the Son of God, let 
us hold fast. For we have not an high 
priest which cannot be touched with 
the feeling of our infirmities; but was 
in all points tempted like as we are, 
yet without sin. Let us therefore come 
boldly unto the throne of grace, that 
we may obtain mercy, and find grace 
to help in time of need,” Heb. 4:14-16. 
Amen.

Luke 22:31, 32, “And the Lord said, 
Simon, Simon, behold, Satan hath de- 
sired to have you, that he may sift 
you as wheat: But I have prayed for 
thee, that thy faith fail not: and 
when thou art converted strengthen 
thy brethren.” 


Peter seemed to have plenty of faith 
and he said, “Lord, I am ready to go 
with you anywhere, to prison or to 
death”; but the Lord saith, “Before 
the cock crow this day you will deny 
me thrice.” Later in the day Jesus 
fell into the hands of the enemy and 
Simon fell into the devil’s sifter. 

We first notice that Peter began to 
follow afar off. He wanted to know 
what was going on but he didn’t want 
to be one of the crowd. We have a few 
church members like that today. They 
want to know all about what is going 
on in the church but they don’t want 
to get close enough to help carry the 
load. But, remember, Jesus said, ‘Sa- 
tan has desired to sift you.” The best 
way I know to get in the devil’s sifter 
is to disobey the Lord and His teach- 
ings. When Peter went in the hall and 
sat down by the fire, a maid looked at 
Peter and said, “This man was with 
them.” Peter denied the Lord, saying, 
“JT know him not.” After a while an- 
other said, “That man was with them,” 
but Peter said, “I am not the man.” 
One hour later another affirmed that 
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this man was with them and again 
Peter said, “I know not what you say.” 
That was the third time he had denied 
the Lord and immediately the cock 
crew. The Lord turned and looked at 
Peter, and Peter remembered the words 
of the Lord, how He had said, “Before 
the cock crow you will deny me thrice.”

I have witnessed something since 
coming to Cuba, that I have always 
wanted to witness. Once when we 
went to Santa Barbara to have our 
ladies’ meeting (L.W.W.B.), we visited 
for awhile with one of the ladies of 
the community whom I wanted to in- 
vite to go along with us. At that time 
I could not speak much Spanish (and 
can’t speak much now).

High Lights of Mobile, Ala., 
District Since the Assembly 


I would like to give a brief report 
of the wonderful way God has blessed 
down in the “deep south.” I have 
served in many parts of the country 
and never have I enjoyed working 
with any people better than these 
sainted Church of God members and 
ministers on the Mobile district. This 
report does not include many of the 
outstanding achievements but you 
may read between the lines to realize 
the great triumph God is giving us 
through our Lord Jesus Christ. 

1. Conventions. Both the _ district 
convention and the young  people’s 
convention were indeed outstanding. 
The mission offering was $1,827. The 
orphanage offering was $1,277.45. 
There were great crowds, singing, 
preaching, and shouts of victory. 

2. Revivals. There have been fif- 
teen revivals in the six established 
churches on this district since the As- 
sembly, resulting in many souls saved, 
sanctified, and baptized with the Holy 
Ghost. A nice gain in membership has 
been realized. Many more will be con- 
ducted before the next Assembly, if 
Jesus tarries. 

3. Coupons. Over 34,000 coupons 
have been turned in by our churches, 
which is an average of over 114 per 
member. We are not stopping but 
want to make it 50,000 by the As- 
sembly. 

4. Lighted Pathway. A total of 355 
subscriptions have been sent in. This 
is an average of over one per member. 
The quota was one to four members, 
but we believe in “above the ceiling” 
for our youth’s paper. 

5. New Field Efforts. We have 
three Sunday Schools going in new 


fields. One of them has a church al- 
most ready to organize and a new 
building almost completed. In all we 
have four new field efforts going and 
a minister preaching in a free holi- 
ness church besides. Remember these 
workers that are going out from our 
local churches and pray that each 
will be blessed and get a new church. 
We are sure of one new one already 
and want four, if at all possible to 
get them. 

6. _Untty. I have five pastors on 
this district, besides myself, and each 
is a capable district pastor having 
served in that capacity before, if I 
mistake not.
